DESTROYED THE TRACK.

Explosion of a Gas Main Burns 75 Feet of
the Pittsbarg and Western Trestle—The
Fireman Badly Injured—A Long Search
for Water,

Seventy-five feet of the Pittsburg and
Western Railroad trestle opposite Willow
Grove station were destroyed by fire yester-
day morning. The loss is estimated by an
ofiicial of the company at $5.000, The trestie
lies nlong the river bank, near Millvale sta-
tion, and is connected with the Junction
Raflroad bridge leading to Herr's Island,
and 1s used in transporting cattle trains to
the abattolr, TUnder the trestle is an sight-
inch gas pipe of the Allegheny Heating Com-
pany.

At 10 o'clock in the morning a break oe-
curred in the main. Some time after shift-
ing engine No. 86, with James Walters as en-
gineerand Charles Smiley, fireman, passad
over the trestle, A spark from the enzine
ignited the zas and an explosion occurred.
The fire blew up, burning Smiley badly
abont tho face. Walters escaped. The
trestle ennght fire in an instant,

The Columbin and Ellsworth engine com
panies were called out, but when the scene
was renched it was found mecessary to la
the line of hose part of the way up Troy Hill
to secure water and in this nearly an hour's
time was lost. When a stream was brought
into play the flames were easily gotten un-
der control and prevented irow spreading
further.

FUEL OF THE FUTURE.

Pittsburg to Be Supplied With
factured Gas for Heating,

COSTS MORE THAN NATURE'S FUEL

Fome of the Difficulties and Dangers Yet
to Be Overcome.

TWO POPULAR PALLACIES EXPOSED

The time is coming, according to general
opinion, when natursl gas will give out in
this section. Thers is no need, however,
when the calamity occurs, for Pittsburgers
to return entirelw to the use of coal, unless
they want to. Gas can be made from oil
and coal in sufficient quantities for domestic
consumption, but the rates, to be sure, will
be a little higher than st present, unless
the process of producing fuel gas should be
greatly improved and cheapened. Manu-
factured gas is now beirg used to some ex-
tent in Buffalo and New York with consid-

ernble success, .

The sttention of Pittsburgers is drawn to
the fuel gas question at this time by the
statement of Fred E. Saward before the
New York Senatorial Committee that manu-
factured gas is now being mixed and forced
into the pipes in Pittsburg with the natural
fluid from the earth. If this is troe, it
would be a great surprise, bunt it was

phia Company, who laughed at the idea
Mr. Westinghonse, with his Bouthside
plant, demonstrated that fuel gas eould be
mede, but its economic consumption is far
from being solved. The greatest diffieulty
experienced was in irying to pipe the stuff
Fuel Gas Produeed From Lima Oil.

However, & Philadelphia Company official
some time ago threw out the hint that as a
last resort they had in viewa scheme to
produce gas out of Lima oil. The Standard
0il Company elmims this filthy fluid will
make an exeellent fuel.

J. R. Mc(Finley, of the Allegheny Hent-
ing Company, was yesterday shown the
statement made by Mr. Seward before the
New York committee. *“It is queer,” said
Mr. MeGinley, “what fonny ideas peapls
have about zas. Why, this 18 a= ahsurd as
the story that air i= sometimes foreed intn
the natnral cas pipes, The public doesn't
know that such an operation wonld be very
dangerons, and would end in the town being
blown up. T hegin with, mannfactured gas
cost= $1 per 1,000 feet while naturalgas can
be had for 20 cents for the same
amonnt. It wooldn't be good business
polleysto mix them when enongh naturml
FRAR AL 20 cents can be obrained. Bus it is
m ble to mix artificial and nntural gas,
The first requires from 5 to 6 parts of air to
Pura it, but the natural zos must have from
13to18 parts. You take off the natural ras
mixer in your mnge, and ses how sl hly
the gas will burn, hﬁ- supply it with the
necessary amount of air, and {t will flare n
and be intensaty nerive, Agmin, the natura
cas pressure in Pittsbarr manges from three
oonoes up to three ponnds snd more in
piaces,

Tmnoss!ble to Mix the Two,

“Over in Allegheny the average pressare
is from three to fovr ounces, but the press-
nre on artificial gas is only a half ounce, and
the makers have hard work to get up this
much force. Now what would be the resnlt
if we tried tognix the twozases. The nntural
fluid would push the Hghter zas back into
the holders with a rnsh. It wonld be im-
possible to met the parts tozether, It think
this explanation will convinee any man that
Mr, Saward has been misinformed about
Pitteburg gna.

“Where the furl gas is made and used on
the spot, the result is sntisfactory, but itis
not as cheap as narurnl gss. Calvin
Wells and other mill owners use
foel mas  in  their works, but there
isn't one of them who would not prefer nnt-
ural gas if they conld get it, The problem
with the fuel aas s to pipe it, Pressure is
needed. Mr. Westinghonse lafd a line from
liis plant on the Sonthside to A, M. Byvers’
wiill, The gas was madé and Mr. Byers used
it, but it was nn expensive foel in compari-
mon with natnral gns, and he abandoned it.
The plant supplied Attorbury’s glass fac-
tory near by for a long time, it daidn’c
pay to run the works for Mr. Atterbury's
Denefit when he comld get all the natoral
ras he wanted for $#400 per month. The pipe
line to  Byers' mill demonstrated that
some kind of a strong machinery was neces-
sary to force the artificial gas through the
pipes. The time i8 coming, to be sure, when
we will nuse manufactured gps in Pittsburg,
but it will be made and distributed on an
extensive scale. Engine houses like power
honses will be built to produce the necessary
pressure.

Too Much Like Poor Whisky.

“People come to me and show me how
they can make 85,000 feet of gas ont of a ton
of conl, It can be done, but what kind of
stufl is it made of. It is like making three
barrels of whisky out of & bushel of in.
It would be a mighty poor and weank drink,
The same is troe of arvificlal gas. It
hasn’t the | fents. Artificial gas can be
made and so.d for §1 per 100 teet. With the
proper kind of burner a little will goa long
wny. By placing the stove in the eenter of
aroom I can heat it with a small guantity of
gas. Stoves are made to burn 5tol0
feet of gas per hour, A great many of them
ate used in Atlantie City, and the people
burn the illuminnting gas. I heated my cot-
taze there for my family all Inst winter in
this war, nnd my gas bill wasn’t more than

$20 Fer month,

“People must use economic burners. Too
much of the fuel is wasted and goes up the
chimneys., Now, I claim oar system of burn-
ers is all wrong, but improvements are
being made constantly tolessen the cost and
consumption. Yon know that natural pas in
{tself is very cheap, but the ex is in-
curred in piping it. When the natural zas
fafls, the Philadelphia Company will have
an excellent plant for piping manufactured
gas. The pipes are so large.

Evlls of Artificial Fuel Gas.

“Considerable money is used up, also, in
refining artificial ens. All the tar and nox-
jous ingredients mnst be taken out,or in a
short time the pipes will be ehoked up with
the de ts. Desides, unrefined manuo-
factu gas is  very ous,
and would be injurions to health, Seill it is
true we will be usine artificial gas in the
future, but will not beas cheap oras satis.
factory ns the gns God hns ziven us in the
earth. IHowever, we don't bnrn gas use
itis cheap. Iuse illuminating gas in my
house, bnt kerosene lamps or tallow cund les
would dn the work and cost less, Con-
venience and Inck of dirt are items that
must not be overlookad.

“] nm not one of those who believe that
naturnl gas is abont exhaosted. I think we
will have it for some years to come. Where
the oil opermtions are so exten-
sive and successinl, there {8 sure

MARRIAGE A SUCCESS.

Rev. E. B. Donehoo Preaches a Ser-

mon in Favor of Wedlock.

WHERE TRUE HAPPINESS IS FOUND,

Dr. Sutherland Talks on the Incredible
Things 1n Life.

TOPICS TOUCHED BY CITY PASTORS

Rev. E R. Donehoo, of the Eighth Pres-
byterian Chureh, preached last evening on
the subject, “Is Marriage a Failure?” The
text was, “Therefore shall a man leave his
father and mother and shall cleave unto his
wife, and they shall be one flesh.” In the
course of his remarks he said:

“‘Some people declare marriage a failure
from personal experience. They have
made a trisl of it and discovered to
their sorrow and humiliation that its hopes
were delusive and ita promised joys empty
and vain, Others, again, are ready to decide
in the same way from the fact that they
have fully investigated the question, col-
lected statistics and collated facts bearing
on the matter and have been constrained to
the conelusion that it wonld be better if the
entire institution wns abolished, since it
only tends to embitter man’s happiness and
fill the world with”lamentations. Others
have nothing to say openly on the subject,
but from thesr actions they have made up
their minds that they will never allow
themselves to be caught in anv such crusl
trap, since they have seen enough to satisfy
them that marriaze is a delusion anda
snare. There are still others who seem not
to have mude up their minds on the subject.

To Wed or Not to Wed.

“*The perplexing gquestion with them is to
wed or not to wed. They would zive a good
deal to know for a eertainty how the matter
stands, aod whether, if they once venture
upon the sea of matrimony, they may not
bltterly repent their rash act and vainly
long to get safely back to the flrm and Inde-
pendent estate of blissful bachelordom.
The question, therefore, which is still open
for diseunssion is, ‘Is marriage a failare?* If
it is, then those sllly people who are show-
ing an inclinution to plunge into its miser-
fes should be promptly warned ere they
piteh headlong into the fatal whiripool,
while those who sre floundering in the
dreadfl abyss« should be rescued before ft
shall be eternally too Jate.

“The foliowing are some of the reasons
why I think that marviage Is not a fajflnre.
First, because it waa oriminally established
by the all-wise Creator, who instirated it for
man's highest comfort and welfare in this
life, Itistrue thnt man may and often
mur the work of God and convert his rich-
est blessings into a cnrse, but [t must not be
coneeded that God erred in the matier, It
was the Lord who gave a helpmate o Adam
ant He it was who solemnized their mar-
ringe vows Iin the bowers of Paradise. He it
was who defined its natnre, its conditions,
ita continnance, its purpose un( obligationa.
The twain were to ge from the moment of
union one flash and this relatinn was to iake
precedence over all other earthly ties

A Decree of the Almighty.

It was to be regarded in the nature of &
eontract binding alike on both parties antil
denth should termioate the relation. This
wis God’s method of perpetnating the race
and peopling the world. The man, there-
fore, who says that murriage isa fallure ar-
rays himself against the sovereign decree of
the Almighty, and inefTect suys that his wis-
dom {s superior to God's,

“Second, the history of marringe is an in-
dorsement o! the wisdom of Him who insti.
tuted this blessed relation. Wherever its
nature and obligations have been under-

tood and respected, there peace and con-
tentment have found & congeninl place in
wiiich to bring to perfection their riecl
fruits, Wherever the marital relation has
been disregarded, or its just oblizations
irnored, thera  innomerable evils have
sprung up and flourished, and Illa'plnm has
spread 1ta wings for a long flight from the
nconrsed soene.

“Tiird, the arguments so often employed
to prove that me e is a fallure are by no
means conclusive, henaver the snbjectis
mooted the opponents keep crosking in
monotonous reirain, ‘Just lock at the nom-
ber of divorces that are datly granted. Does
this not shiow eonelnsively what n miserahle
thing m: me is? the secundals thut
are thus Inld bave, of domestic infelle-
ity, unfalthfulness, incompntubility of
disposition, the terrible srraignment
of husbands or wives who have
hesitated at nothing short ot
murider to frea themselves from hated
bonds?’ 1 eonceed that if one would spend
their time in the divorc® courts, those of
Chieazo for instance, they wonld naturally
eonclude that the erying evil of to-day is the
enlebration of nuptinl ties, and the one

nacea for the woes which afflict or

urdened linmanity, 18 the precidus docu-
ment with the broad seal of the conrt npon
I, which snts the two belligersnt parties
free to follow out their inclinations witlions
fear or favor.

Some Marriages Are a Mistake,

*1 do not deny that there are parties who
enter upon this relution who ourht never to
have done so, and that it would be better
for all concerned that they should be separ-
ated, but this does not prove that all mar-

s are necessarily unbhappy. Count over
for yourselves how many unhappy mar-
riages have passed under your own experi-
ence. I feel nssured that you can enumerate
on yonr fingers all the marrinves in which
the divorce was the proper remedy. When
youn have mads the ennmeration and
added to it all the married couples
whom you have good reasons tosusrect
do not live ns happily together as thay
wounld have done separately, yon will dis-
enver the sum tothl when compared with
the muititudes whom you see living har-
moniously together, w compare ns 1 to
10,000, e men who drift into onr prisons
eannot trice thelr misfortunes to the in-
fluences of married life, Lut rather to the
fact that they proved unfaithful to their

marriage vo trented with contempt the
l)rlvllqm and blessings which were a
hem in the married state and eruelly de-

serted the woman whom they had sworn to
love, honor and cherish. It not marriage
that drazs men down and converts the earth
into pandemoninm, but the folly and greed
and licentiousness of wicked men and no
less wicked women who cast reproach npon
this holy and bl ordinance which the
Heavenly Father established for the well-
being and perpetuity of the race."”

TRYING TO REACH A COMPROMISE.

Good Prqodl.fo-rs Busy Building Sesson

This Summer.
FIPTY MEN DISCHARGED AT BRADDOCK

Before the week closes the end of the
long-drawn-out strike of the Bricklayers’
Union of Pittsburg may be reached. It was
a strike that cost $50,000° and one that was
bitterly fought. -

For the past week .Secretary O'Day, of
the International Bricklayers’ Union, has
been in this cigy trying to effect a settle-
ment of the strike. Of his busine«w and sue-
cexs, Edwin (. MeGraw, of the firm of Me-
Graw Bros., brick manufacturers, last night.
said:

“Mr. O’'Day has had a confersnce with
the strike committee of the Builders’ Ex-
change, and be is in favor of brioging the
trouble to an end. He suggested that the
Exchange would yield one point and the
union the other nine. He was promptly
informed that the Exchange wounld not sub-
mit to any compromise. It had stood the
battle last year and eould keep it up for aa
indefinite period.

Brickiavers Willing to Compromise,

“Mr. O'Day went over the books of local
Union No. 2 He had been told from time
to time that the men were all standing firm,
but the examination of 'the books did not
carty out reports. It has been reported
since Mr. 0'Day came here that ifa sultable
w could not effected the nas-
1 orzanization wounld extend aid to pro-
long the strife. This is foolishness, inas-
mnch as the National has not given the
Pittaburg men a cent directly. The con-
stitution of the nnion says that more than
three or four unions cannot go on & atrike at
one time, If they wish to draw benefits from
the National body. It 1s well known that a
dozen or more unjons went ant at once iast
May. O course the Pitesburg men have
recalved a rreat deal of money, probably as
muelt &S $50.000. Mostof i came through
donations, Unions all ever the country
would vote to send snins to the relief of the
Pittsburg men, bnt the national body could
not send one cent.

What the Men Struck For,

“The strike was a foollsh one from its in-
caption. Most of the men were receiving M
and $4 50 a day for their work, and where
the man was exceptionally good he was paid

$5. These aré good wages, but the
men  thouzht they all ought to
have #4450, and so th struck.
Then thev did another foolish zhlnf in

“To-morrow bunilding season will
open in Pittsburg and Allegheny, and
I think there are brighter prospects
in thi= line than there has
been for vears.

Evervone of them has a Hst
of 5 to 15 good bricklayers, whom they
can summon at any time.
